—.something that was "never known to fail." 


Such persons are tiresome enough, but they are not a match 


for the knowing ones who tell us what we-must eat and drink 
in order to enjoy tlie iirestimable blessing of good health. The 
inany rules that these people have evolved are such that if one 
pltempted to follow them all he would be liable to starve lo 
death or die'of obesity, 
it is fortunate thai the great majority 


of mankind are heedless enough to go on about their business, 
eating what they can gel to eat, so far as it agrees with them, 
nnd paving no attention to the rules and regulations laid down 
by (hose who imagine that they have mastered or "mistressed" 
the subject of healthful diet.

.women told how she had "cut out" apple pie in her home am 
of the benefits dial followed. She said that pie is hard to make 
•that the work takes time and energy, that pie is hard to digest 
and sought to convey (he impression that the average housd 
hold would be far better off without pie. 


New Engenders have always been noted as pie eaters anc 


it is possible lliat'fhere are instances in which the practice ha 
been carried too far. There are families that think they inns 
Have pie on the table three times a day, but this is not (he rule 
in most homes. However, as.a "topper" for a hearty meal pie 
is still recognized in the majority of homes; and if there is one 
kind more popular than another it is apple pie, the very kmc 
that this woman at Amherst was inveighing against.

.keep properly "vilamined."

He said thai "the human race has managed to survive for 
thousands' of generations, depending upon its appetite m Hie 
selection of Us food, andUhat, except in certain instances, a 
1-nowledge of viiamines would have lillle or no 
beneficial 


effect upon the race.-broadly speaking."
